Washington, May 28.—(#)—The 
tariff bill written by the ways and 
means committee republicans and de- 
signed to afford additional protection 
from foreign competition to thousands 
of products of American farms and 
factories, was passed by the house 
today by a vote of 264 to 147. 

The measure, carrying substantia] 
increases in import duties on articles 
embraced in every section of the seven- 
year-old Fordney-McCumber law, and 
provides for a reorganization of the 
tariff commission and the granting of 
increased power to the president in 
the matter of changing rates. Jt now 
goes to the senate, where the finance 
committee plans to hold = extensive 
hearings before reporting it for con- 
Sideration on the floor. 

With plans under way for an all- 
summer recess, it was the opinion of 
republican leaders tonight that the 
proposed legislation would not be tak- 
en up by the senate itself for several 
months, 

Passed by a margin of 117 votes, 
the bill was given the final house 
stamp of approval four months and 
three weeks from the day the subject 
was tackled in public hearings and 
after more than 100 amendments pro- 
posed by the ways and means com- 
mittee had been given further appro- 
val en bloc. 

Before the final vote a motion by 
Representative Garner, of Texas, the 
minority leader, to return the bill to 
the ways and means committee was re- 
jected by 254 to 157 votes. 

Garner had requested that the meas- 
ure be sent back to be changed so it 
would abolish the presept tariff com-

FLORIDA PLACES 
PEACH EMBARGO 
AGAINST GEORGIA 


Gainesville, Fla., May 28.—(@)— 
An embargo upon the shipment of 
peaches from Georgia into Florida, 
was established today at a special 
meeting of the state rlant board here. 

The quarantine order against Geor- 
gia peaches, also prohibited the move- 
ment of plums, nectarines, apricots 
and “all other stone fruits in a fresh 
or unprocessed condition,” in order to 
prevent the further introduction into 
the state of Florida of the Oriental 
peach moth, the plum curculio and 
the San Jose scale, seriously injurious 
insects, new and not now widely dis- 
tributed within the state of Florida.” 

The measure further prohibits the 
movement of peaches Xnd plums from 
territory in west Florida, west of the 
Ocklocknee river into that portion of 
the state lying to the east.

In view of the 
great opportunity which has come to 
you for re-entry to private practice of 
the law, and in view of the seven 
years of sacrifice you have already 
made to the public service, I do not 
feel that I am justified in again ask- 
ing you to reconsider. 

“I cannot, however, allow this op- 
portunity to pass without an expres- 
sion of indebtedness of the American 
people and the government for so 
many years of effective public sery- 
ice. The position you have held has 


been one of the most difficult in the'| 


government and one which could not 
have been conducted with such dis- 
tinguished success by one of less legal] 
ability and moral courage.” 

Mitchell Alse Regrets. 

Mitchell's letter said in part: 

“I had hoped we would be able to 
persuade you to continue in this de- 
partment. During your service here 
you have acquired a fund of informa- 
tion about the prohibition work and 
conditions around the country that 
would have been invaluable in work- 
ing out any changes in organization 
which may be authorized by congress 
or result from the work of the com- 
mission appointed by the president. 
It will be hard to fill your place in 
this work.”

The Chinese chief of police later 
visited B. N. Melnikov, consul at Har- 
bin, at his own residence and notified 
him that the raid was not directed 
against the consulate itself but only 
against the third international. M. 
Chilkin, assistant director of the Chi- 
nese Eastern railway, strongly pro- 
tested agdinst the raid to the Chinese 
chief administrator of the Harbin spe- 
cial district. 

A Bapanese consular. report from 
Harbin confirming hews of the raid. 
surmised that it was connected with 
a Chinese campaign to gain full con- 
trol of the Chinese Eastern railway, 
which has brought on several minor 
Russo-Chinese incidents during the 
past year. 

Express Surprise. 

Tokyo officials expressed surprise 
at the drastic action and were of the 
opinion that the incident might hold 
serious possibilities although it was 
pointed out that it followed Chang 
Tsolin’s Pekin raid in 1927, which 
would naturally be fresh in his son's 
mind. 

It was officially stated that the in- 
cidént in nowise affects Japan's in- 
terests and hence Tokyo does not con- 
template any action. 

Press dispatches from Harbin also 
report a widespread belief that the 
Chinese sought to uncover evidence to 
connect soviet Russia with the present 
defiance of Feng Yu-Hsiang against 
Nanking, and the nationalist govern- 
mént there.

New Vessels Will Be Con- 
structed To Surpass in 
Size Any Built in United 
States. 


‘Washington, May 28.—(f)—Plans 
of the Dollar Steamship Company to 
enlarge its around-the-world fleet by 
the addition of six liners surpassing 
in size any built in the United States 
Were disclosed today as a result of 
eonferences of R. Stanley Dollar and 
others with administration officials. 

The ships, which would be designed 
as naval auxiliaries, would be 650 
feet long, about 80 feet broad, dis- 
place around 25,000 tons and have a 
speed of 20 knots an hour. They would 
cost $50,000,000 in the aggregate. 

Besides Mr. Dollar, those confer- 
ring with government officers include 
T. T. GC. Gregory, of San Francisco, 


general counsel for the Dollar com- 
pany, and Homer L. Ferguson, pres- 
ident, and Frederick Palen, vice pres- 
ident. of the Newport News shipbuild- 
ing & Dry Dock Company, which is 
expected to receive the contract for 
some, if not all, of the huge liners. 
At Final Stage. 

The conferences, which have reach- 
ed their final stages, are being car- 
ried on with officials of the depart- 
ments of commerce, post office and 
navy, who have been named for the 
purpose by the secretaries of commerce 
and navy and the postmaster general. 
These cabinet members were con- 
stituted by President Hoover as a 
committee to pass upon matters in- 
volving new ship construction under 
the Jones-White shipping act. 

Under the terms of that act, with 
the approval. of the shipping board. 
the federal government would advance 
loans up to 735 per cent of the value 
of new ships to engage in foreign 
commerce, if the hoard is satisfied 
that there is justification for the fleet 
enlargements. 

Cost Million Pounds. 


In a letter to Chairman (Connor, 
of the shipping board, which ini- 
tiated the negotiations, Mr. Dollar 
said the type of ship proposed would 
cost approximately one million pounds 
in Great Britain and $7,500,000 in 
the United States, 50 per cent more 
than the construction price overseas. 

“If American workmen and Amer- 
jean industry receive the benefit of 
this building program,’ Mr. Dollar 
added. “and American trade is to be 
expanded so far as possible-in Amer- 
ican bottoms under the American flag, 
the definite objective expressed in fhe 
merchant marine act and Jones-White 
bill will have been attained.

States Expenditures 


Have Gained on Revenue

“Almost marvelous” was Georgia's 
progress in road paving since passage 
of the gasoline tax Jaw, was the state- 
ment to Governor Hardman Tuesday, 


made inthe annual report of the state 
highway. board. 

The board also said that the board's 
revenues have not kept pace with 
construction during the last two 
years, 

Illustrating this, it said that pav- 
ing since 1924, the year in which the 
gas tax became operative, had been 
as follows: 42 miles in 1924; 107 
miles in 1925; 190 miles in 1926; 

Miles in 1927, and 285 miles in 
1928, with 299.29 miles under con- 
Struction at the end of 1928. 

The gas tax has yielded over the 
Same period: $1,112.032.40 in 1924: 
$1,504.139.16 in 1925: $2.328,754.44 
in 1926; $4,837,857 in 1927, and 
$5,151,315.65 in 1928. 

Program Outlined. 

_ The board's program for 1929, 1930 
and 1931, already outlined, it was 
said in the report, will bridge many 
of the unpaved gaps in the state sys- 
tem, adding that “‘no less than 1,200 
miles will be paved during these 
years.” Many of the highways, the 
report also declared. would be con- 
nected with paving from state border 
to state border. 

Entering into the matter of income, 
the report indicated that the depart- 
ment’s revenue for 1928 included $5,- 
151,315.65 from the gas tax; $3,910.- 
118.34 from auto license’ fees: 
$1,900,250.65 from the federal gov- 
ernment; $1,.933,772.56 from coun- 
ties in cash and contract credits, and 
$14,450.02 from miscellaneous sources, 
representing a total of $12,909,907.22 
for construction, maintenance § and 
’ administration. 

More than 5,400 miles of highways 
have been covered by improvements 
other than paving, the report said, in- 
cluding bridges, rights-of-way obtained. 
culverts and other types of road sur- 
faces, floods and overruns on contracts 
have been responsible for serious band- 
icaps to building progress, the report 
continued, adding. “but when this let- 
ter is written, the finances of the 
state highway board are in good 
shape.”

“Under the old system the equip- 
ment depot included both the shop 
and warehduse. The board decided 
that it was better to operate each of 
these departments as a separate unit. 
The name, equipment depot, has been 
discontinued. 

Other Details. 

“The shop under the new system 
operates as though it were an inde- 
pendent enterprise. It carries no bur- 
den but its own operating expense of 
labor, materials, supplies and repairs. 
No profit is charged on parts and la- 
bor further than a small charge for 
office help, which does not fully cover 
the cost of same. 

“The warehouse has been made a 
part of general office activities and 
the expense of the warehouse is part 
of the charge of general expense (or 
overhead) shown in this report. Every 
item of purchase and delivery of sup- 
plies, parts and pools, both inbound 
and outbound are recorded on a per- 
petual inventory. 

“The separation of these two ac- 
tivities of the department has been of 
great benefit in arriving at the actual 
operating cost of each unit, also in 
keeping a better check on all trans- 
actions between shop, divisions and 
warehouse. 

“The laboratory has proven to be a 
substantial saving to the department 
in time and cost of analyses. In 1928 
there were 7,750 different samples 
tested, which in commercial labora- 
tories would have been much more 
costly. .Not only are samples tested 
in advance of use, but the laboratory 
staff inspects materials at quarries,

System Is Still Unpaved, 
Joint Committee Reports 


Holder’s Figures to Gov- 
ernor Tuesday at Vari- 


ance With U. S. Totals, 
Statement Declares. 


Four-fifths of the state highway 
system remains to be paved, according 


figures assembled from official 
sources by the joint committee for 
highway bonds. Figures furnished by 
the state highway department as of 
January 1, 1929, show that all types 
of paving in commission in the state 
system at that time amounted to 
1.369 miles, while the entire system 
embraces 6,300 miles. 

Of the remaining mileage in the 
system that is unpaved, 2.767 _ miles 
have ‘been improved, while 2,137 
miles are unimproved, 

The following is a record of the 
paving laid down year by year from 
1923 through 1928; all yearly figures 
being from the reports of the United 
States bureau of publie roads, except- 
ing 1928, which are furnished by the 
state highway department: 1923, 40 
miles; 1924, 65.7 miles; 1925, 78.6 
miles: 1926, 71.6 miles; 1927, 383 
miles; 1928, 252 miles. These gov- 
ernment figures are decidedly at va- 
riance with those given by the high- 
way board in its report to the gov- 
ernor Tuesday. 

Financing System Fails. 

According to state highway depart- 
ment reports, 309 miles of paving 
was under contract as of January 1, 
1929, and it is expected that this 
amount will be placed in commission 
during the present year. 

Practically all paving laid down in 
1928 and 1929 was. contracted for in 
December, 1927, and May and June, 
1928, when more than 500 miles of 
hard-surfaced roads were placed un- 
der contract. At that time, it was 
believed that this amount could be 
finished under’ existing schedules 
yearly, However, the system of finane- 
ing, under awhich the department was 
operating failed to provide the neces- 
sary funds, the committee points out, 
with the result that many of the con- 
tracts were delayed, while still others 
were held over until.the present year. 

Up until the present time no new 
contracts of moment have been let 
this year, the committee's report 
states, and in the state auditors re- 
port published in April, it was indi- 
eated that no funds would be avail- 
able for new contracts until the end 
of the year. If any additional con- 
tracts are let at this time or in the 
immediate future, the committee adds, 
they can only be paid out of antici- 
pated revenues. 

More Delay Would Result. 

Of the 1.396 miles of paving in the 

system at the end of 1928, 890 miles 
were laid during the six-year period 
from 1923. The remaining 500 miles 
were either paved between 1919 ani 
1923, or were jaken into the system 
from counties, towns and cities 
through which the state higsways 
pass, 
Commenting upon these facts. the 
joint committee for highway bonds 
states that while the funds of the 
state derived from gas tax and auto- 
mobile license fees are growing from 
year to year, the state canont hope to 
accelerate its paving program to any 
gerat extent for a number of years 
under the existing method of financ- 
ing. Even if the annual paving laid 
down was. raised: to 400 miles, it 
would take too long to finish the sys- 
tem. Much of the paving already 
laid down, it insists, is of such a Jight 
type that it will have to be relaid be- 
fore many years have passed, and this 
will still further delay the comple- 
tion of the entire system. 

By issuing bonds to carry on a 
paving program just as rapidly as 
such paving can be laid economically, 
the committee states that millions of 
dollars will be saved, both in the up- 
keep and maintenance of the highways 
themselves and in the operation and 
upkeep of the automobiles which must 
travel the roads during the next few 
years.

New York, May 28.—Stocks opened 
better on support and short covering 
with the better feeling continuing dur- 
ing the early trading or until the 
wheat market opened at Chicago, 
10:30 our time. May wheat closing at 
98 5-8, below $1 for the first time 
in 15 years, opened at 98 1-4 and 
then broke to 96 3-4. July wheat, 
which closed last night at 1.01 5-8, 
broke below $1. The further break i: 
wheat prices brought about resump- 
tion of heavy liquidation in the stock 
market. There was recovery in the 
stock market, starting in the noon 
hour, on rumors that a settlement of 
reparations would come before the 
end of the week. These rumors from 
abroad helped, but the recovery in the 
stock market was due to the fact that 
for the time being the market had be- 
come technically oversold. 


In private talks usually well-in- 
formed Wall Street people are express- 
ing the belief that there are three 
things wrong, accounting for the re- 
cent heavy liquidation in the stock 
market, none of which separately 
would influence stock prices, but all 
three important when combined. 


First there is high money, which 
so far has had an unfavorable influ- 
ence on one line of industry, build- 
ing, and that in itself not sufficient 
to be serious. Next and more impor- 
tant comes the collapse in the wheat 
market, influencing the buying power 
in a very large section of the country. 

Late, Cold Spring. 

Next comes the late, cold spring 
and the frequent sharp declines in 
the stock market since last February, 
which have made it hard for automo- 
bile dealers to pass along to the big 
outside buying public the cars which 
the dealers have taken from the manu- 
facturers, 

In usually well-informed Wall 
Street the belief prevails that the re- 
cent decline in the stock market is 
discounting what appears to be some- 
thing more than seasonal slowing down 
in general trade. 

The last pronounced slowing down 
in general trade experienced in this 
country started in 1923 and ran into 
1924, or when Coolidge was elected. 
In banking circles here it was pointed 
out today that the slowing down in 
general trade in 1923 was due to our

own recklessness in running into over- 
production. 

It is addeu that recklessness in 
bringing about overproduction does 
not exist today; that the present sit- 
uation brought about by the combi- 
nation of the three factors named is

reaction, the new college 
is reflected in sparse attend- 
ance at minor sports, restricted at- 
tendance at early season football 
games and a disinclination to join 
the cheering section and wreck a 
set of lungs for the old Black and 
Blue. 

A secondary result, of course, is 
in some quarters felt in the vast ef- 
fort necessary to get a large num- 
ber of men out for sports and to 
make up the scrub teams. 


Why Get Excited? 


In other words, undergraduates 
are beginning to shop for their foot- 
ball, to concentrate the discussion 
on the. principal intercollegiate 
sport. If the second game of the 
season brings a “setup” eleven to 
the campus, the boys take their 
dates to the movies or attend a so- 
rority tea-dance. 

If their own team is playing 
one of the elevens in the second 
flight and a football team in a 
neighboring town is playing a 
strong opponent promising a 
close game, the boys will emi- 
grate for the week-end and see 
what promises to be the more 

important game. 

They pick out the games on their 
own schedule that look most prom- 
ising as contests and give away (or 
sell) their student tickets to the 
lesser contests. 

In a word, the undergraduates in 
these enlightened times have de- 
bunked the game of football, to put 
it cynically. They have lost that 
old-fashioned spirit that is closely 
woven in the fabric of football. 


A Few Facts. 

I have noticed that the extent of 
Student interest in the doings of 
their athletic teams varies at differ- 
ent colleges. 

At one southern conference in- 
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stitution at which football was 
fathered in the gay nineties and 
whose athletic history is sparkling 
with great deeds on the gridiron 
and national fame, the merest 
handful of freshmen assemble in 
the cheering section. The others 
are sitting about in the stand, 
powdered and prettied up, with 
their dates. Football is’ a social 
affair as far as the undergraduates 
are concerned. 

At another it is considered un- 
dignified for seniors to join the re- 
served student section. The elders 
parade their girl friends and sit here 
and there in aloof, disinterested 
aplomb. 


Co-Ed Menace. 

At still another a coach told me 
that he lost by far the greater pro- 
portion of his freshman football 
prospects when the call was made 
for the next spring practice. They 
were involved with social engage-, 
ments at sorority houses. By the 
next fall all his sophomores were 
attending the games squiring fair 
co-eds. 

Nothing can be done about this. 
Maybe that is the proper way to 

look at football. Maybe a calm, 
dispassionate view of the game. 
should be taken by the under- 
graduates. This is recorded here 
merely as a milestone in the path 
of civilization or something. 

However, none need fear over- 
emphasis of football or of intercol- 
legiate athletics in general as long 
as undergraduates take it so calmly. 

It takes nothing short of a na- 
tional championship to get a college 
group really worked up these days.
